Unpaid letter from Karaikudi, India to Batu Pahat, Johore, Malaya postmarked 21 December 1935 on the 
reverse. The rate and the deficiency was 272 Annas. 


On the obverse there is an Indian “T/ 50” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. There is also an internal semi-circular “Karaikudi/ Due/ ...As.”. On arrival in Johore a blue 
manuscript “78 mark applied to indicate postage due of 18 cents.

Underpaid letter from Golden Rock, Trichinopoly, India to Muar, Johore, Malaya postmarked 13 FEB.36 
on a copy of the 1 Anna of 1934. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 17% Annas. 
On the obverse there is an Indian “30 C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The obverse also has a blue manuscript “72” to denote the Malayan postage due in cents. 
The Muar arrival mark of 21 FE 1936 is on the reverse.

Underpaid letter from Ponnamaravathy, India to Muar, Johore, Malaya postmarked 14 May 1936 on copies 
of the 3 Pies and 1 Anna of 1926/34 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 1% Annas. 


On the obverse there is an Indian “T/ 25” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. There is also a blue manuscript “12” showing the postage due collected in cents. On the reverse 
there is an unclear Muar arrival mark.

Underpaid old local rate of 1 Anna PSE partly uprated by a copy of the 1 Anna of 1937 on the reverse 
from Karaikudi, India postmarked 21 January 1938 to Batu Bahat, Johore, Malaya. The rate was 
2¥% Annas and the deficiency was 12 Anna. 

On the obverse there is an Indian “10/ T C” mark in a circle to indicate double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. On the reverse there is a copy of the 4 cents postage due stamp of Johore of 1938 
postmarked 29 January 1938.

Underpaid letter from Sarakanei, India to Batu Pahat, Johore, Malaya postmarked 31 October 1938 on 
two copies of the one Anna of 1937 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency %2 Anna. 
On the obverse there is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “10c” to denote double the 
deficiency in gold centimes. The Batu Pahat arrival mark of 7 November 1938 is on a vertical strip of the 
Johore one cent postage due stamp of 1938.

Underpaid letter from Tirurur Bazaar, India to Batu Pahat, Johore, Malaya postmarked 9 January 1939 on 
copies of the % Anna and 1 Anna of 1937. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 1 Anna. There is 
an Indian transit mark of 11 January 1939 on the reverse. 

On the obverse is an Indian “T" (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “20c” to denote double the deficiency in 
gold centimes. The Batu Pahat arrival mark on the reverse of 19 January 1939 is on a horizontal pair of 

the 1 cent and a single copy of the 4 cents postage due stamps of Johore of 1938.

Unpaid letter from Sivaganga, India to Batu Pahat, Johore, Malaya postmarked 7 February 1939 on the 
reverse. The rate and the deficiency was 2% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. The Batu Pahat arrival mark of 16 February 1939 on the 
reverse is on copies of the 1 cent, 4 cents and 10 cents postage due stamps of Johore of 1938.

Unpaid letter from Kuala Lumpur, Selangor to Johore Bahru, Johore, Malaya postmarked 6 April 1939. 
The rate and the deficiency was 5 cents. There is a “kTI” (taxe) mark 
The Johore Bahru arrival mark on the reverse of 8 April 1939 is on a copy of the 10 cents postage due 
stamp of Johore of 1938.

Underpaid overweight letter from Devakottai, India to Batu Pahat, Johore, Malaya partly paid by a copy of the 2% Annas of 1937 postmarked 
| 20 April 1939. The rate for 10z letters was 5 Annas and the deficiency 2% Annas. 
Also on the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and below this is a manuscript “50c” to denote double the deficiency in gold centimes. 
The Batu Pahat arrival mark on the reverse of 1 May 1939 is on copies of the 1 cent, 4 cents and 10 cents postage due stamps of Johore of 1938.

Underpaid postcard from India to Muar, Johore, Malaya partly paid by copies of the % Anna and 1 Anna 
of 1937 postmarked 15 May 1939. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency % Anna. 
There is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. The Muar arrival mark of 30 May 1939 is on 3 copies of the 1 cent 
postage due stamp of Johore of 1938.

Indian KGVI Postal Stationery envelope (internal rate of 1 Anna) from Arimalam, India to Muar, Johore, 
Malaya postmarked 1 March 1940. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 1% Annas. 
Also on the obverse is an Indian “30 C/ T” (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. 
Letter was censored in Negapatam (No1) which is marked in purple. The Muar arrival mark on the 
reverse of 15 March 1940 is on copies of the 1 cent and 8 cents postage due stamps of Johore of 1938.

Johore May/June 1941 


Underpaid printed memorial card endorsed “Book Post” from India to Muar, Johore, Malaya postmarked 
15 May 1941 paid by 3 copies of the 3 Pies of 1937. The rate for printed matter was *% Anna in 1931 and 
seems (or thought) to have been increased by % Anna to 1% Annas in December 1940, and the 
deficiency would have been 1 Anna. 

On the obverse is an Indian “.../T C” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating a deficiency. The card was not 
censored. The Muar arrival mark of 2 June 1941 is on two copies of the 1 cent and one copy of the 
4 cents postage due stamps of Johore of 1938.

Johore August 1941 


Underpaid letter from Rayavaram, India to Muar, Johore, Malaya postmarked August 1941 on the 
reverse on a copy of the % Anna of 1937 and a pair of the 1% Annas of 1932 to total three Annas. 
The rate was 3% Annas and the deficiency was %2 Anna. 
On the obverse is an Indian “7 C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The letter does not appear to have been censored. The Muar arrival marks on the 
reverse of 25 August 1941 are on a horizontal strip of 3 of the 1 cent postage due stamp of 1938.
